of Your Grant, bath been caſt our, or ( as it hath pleaſed the Secretary's Office 
in Hungary to expreſs it) baniſhed into a plzce, ſo improper, together with the 
Churches, that have been taken away ; and the Schools and Colledges, which 
are ſo exceedigg neceſſary, may be reſtored both to their City, and to the other 
Cities and Towns, and that they may enjoy them for the future freely, and un- 
ditturbed, wichout any hinderance or violence. His Royal Majeſly deſires 
Your Imperial Majelly to be fully perſwaded, chat You cannot give Him a more 
evident. or more acceptable. pecge of Your Benign, Friendly, and Brotherly 
Mind, than by ſuffering Your Self to be prevailed with in this Matter, by 
being pleaſed, ro ſecond His molt earneſt Zeal and Charity rowards His 2MiRed 
Companions in Religion, and by giving preſent eaſe to their calamitous Con- 
dition. 

Theſe things will extremely increaſe the Fame of Your Imperial Majeſty's 
Clemency, and will nor onely put a moſt ſtrict Obligation upon His Royal 
Majeſty, but moreover upon ſo many EleRors, Princes, and States of the Sacred 
Roman Empire, who will reckon themſelves to be cheriſhed in the Perſons of 
the Proteſtants, and will apply their favourable uſage unto themſelyes, and will 
be ſo much the more ready, upon that account, to joyn their Arms, as oft asit 
ſhall be needful; with thoſe of Your Jmperial Majeſty, againſt the Common 
Enemy , as His Royal Majeſty offers Himſelf moſt addited, by all Endeayours 
and Offices, to Your Imperial —_— 

And ſo promiſing my ſelf an Equicable, Benign, and Speedy Declaration, con- 
cerningthoſe things, from Your Imperial Majeſty, I recommend my ſelf moſt 
fubmillively to Your accuſtomed Grace and Favour. 
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
